Players Apparently Well Matched. |

It the anti-prizefight bill introduced by 
Senator Ralston, which is now pending in 
the California legislature, becomes a law 
the probability is the Frankie Neil-Dick Hy- 
land contest, slated to take place under the 
auspices of the San Francisco club on Tues- 
day night, will see the finish of the boxing 
game in that state. Senator Ralston was

Auto Enthusiasts Advocate Building a 
Track for Au Kinds of Races and 
Sports—Suggest Tournament Last

Ormond, Fia., Jan. 
place perhaps may be the location for an 
annual winter tourfament to include many 
forms of sports and to last over a period 
covering two or more months. Some of 
those interested in the Ormond-Daytona 
beach auto races have an idea that if a 
track were built here on which automobile, 
bicycle, and even trotting races 
could be held it would make feasible the 
holding of a long series of such events that 
would draw thousands of northerners every 
winter. 

The scheme was suggested this week to

Beach Course Unrivaled. 

The one feature Ormond has which cannot 
be duplicated is the famous beach course for 
long distance automobile races, and with this 
annual tournament established on a success- 
ful basis the other sports gradually could be 


built up about it. 


This week’s auto tournament has shown 
serious defects, which, however, will be rem- 
edied, it is said, before next winter. Facili- 
ties for getting back and forth * between 
points on the beach course and for witness- 
ing the sport at all were inadeyuate, but the 
managers, as a matter of fact, were not pre- 


pared for so big a crowd. It is promised 


that by next year these shortcomings will be 


remedied, and also that a systematic pro- 


gram of the races will be carried out. All 
who were here this week conceded that a 
more favorable spot for conducting auto 
races, if the course were properly policed 
and guarded, could hardly be found any- 
Where. 

The reputation of the tournament has be- 


come widespread, and besides filling the 


mammoth hotels here, the meet has drawn 
titled foreigners and noted Americans.

RAILROADS CAN BE CONVINCED. 

The railroads are said to have abandoned 
their intention to adopt the new uniform bill 
of lading recently proposed. They have 
reached this decision after listening for two 
months to the loud and voluminous protests 
of the shippers. ¢ 

The shippers protested against the pro- 
posed uniform bill of lading because the 
railroads asked them to pay for a service 
which previously had been done at no extra 
charge. The laws of the different states 
impose certain obligations upon common 
earriers. These obligations give the shipper 
a guarantee that when he hands over his 
property to a common carrier the latter will 
use reasonable caution in handling it. He 
must make a reasonable effort. to keep it 
from being stolen, or burned up, or lost in 
the rush of business. Other agencies for the 
transportation of mérchandise are obliged 
to assume these liabilities and the railroads 
have been willing to do so until recently. 

The railroads did not intend to abandon 
this fundamental] duty to the shipper entire- 
ly. T were willing to assume it if paid 
a 20 per cent advance on the old rates, In- 
armuch as but few shippers can afford to 
forward merchandise without having the 
protection which the common law affords 
them the proposed bill was virtually an ad- 
vance of 20 per cent in freight rates. 

The protest was widespread and earnest. 
The railroads have abandoned their original 
plan. They are inclined to be fair to ship- 
pers when convinced that there is a general 
determination that they should be. 
There should be a uniform bill of lading. 
It should not be prepared by the railroads, 
which have shown their unfitness for the 
task, but by the interstate commerte com- 
mission. It has the authority and the capac- 
ity. It can frame one which will be fair to 
both shippers and railroads. Agreements of 
that important nature should not be dratted 
by either of the parties interested but by an 
impartial and competent neutral. 8

CHICAGO'S NEW COURT SYSTEM. 

Chicago’s new court system, as sketched 
by the charter convention in its present bill 
before the state legislature, will hardly pro- 
vide the newspapers with so fascinating a 
field for descriptive articles as the old jus- 
tice court system which itis to replace. 

All justices of the peace are to be banished 
into that part of Opok county which lies 
outside the boundaries’ of Chicago. The 
piquant personality of the justice who sits 
down in the center of his web at Glen View 
and dra we toward him on the early morning 
trains the inhabitants of Hyde Park will 
be known no more. No more will the juris- 
dictions of the justices overlap one another 
in pleasing confusion. No more will justice. 
courts be coyly hidden down alleys and up 
over saloons, so as to provide litigants with 


a little hare and hounds exercise. The new 


system wipes all justice courts and police 
courts out of existence and fills the conse- 
quent gap with a Common Pleas court which 
is neatly and consistently organized. The 
newspapers are called on to sacrifice one of 
their most iridescent departments. 

e Common Pleas court will havea chief

and of police magistrates. But they will 
at the same time be elevated to a position 
equivalent to that of the judges of the Cir- 
cuit and Superior courts. 

This arrangement is elastic but simple. 
The chief justice of the Common Pleas court 
will have two distinct fields to which he 
may assign his assistants. He may send 
them out into the city courts or he may keep 
them in the Common Pleas court itself. The 
trials now held in justice courts and in the 
police courts will most of them naturally 
pass over to the city courts. The first duty 


of the chief justice of the Common Pleas | 


court will be to maintain an adequate num- 


ber of city courts and to see that the busi- 


ness of those courts is transacted promptly. 
If he fails here his failure will be Complete. 

The judges that are not needed for the 
city courts will be retained in the Common 
Pleas court, which will have original juris- 
diction over all civil and criminal cases of 
‘every kind and character other than suits 
in equity. Here will be the link between 
what is at present the inferior court system 
and the Circuit and Superior courts of Cook 
county. Between the present justices of the 
peace and the judges of the Circuit and 
Superior courts there is a gulf fixed. Be- 
tween the judges of the Common Pleas 
courts, who will some of them be assigned 
to the city courts, and the judges of the 
Circuit and Superior courts there will be no 


| gulf. With original jurisdiction in all suits, 


except in equity, they may be given even 
those when transferred to them. Supplying 
the eity courts on the one hand and supple- 
menting the Circuit and Superior courts on 
the other, the Common Pleas court will have 
both à comprehensive and a dignified sphere 
of action. It will be able to lift itself above 
the haphazard, promiscuous style of pro- 
cedure inevitably characteristic of a legally 
and socially inferior justice court system. 
The details of the bill will need careful 
attention and discussion. The main fabric 
ot it seems at first sight thoroughly sound. 


NO RACE SUICIDE IN AMERICA. 

With his sturdy love of the home and his 
abhorrence for the increasing looseness of 
the marriage bond President Roosevelt may 
have unwittingly given strength to the grow- 
ing impression that the American race is 
threatened with a suicidal impulse. In his 
address before a committee of churchmen 


the president spoke of the diminishing birth 
rate among the old native American families 


as one of the most unpleasant and danger- 
ous features of the times. 

In spite of the decline of the large fam- 
ily the danger of race suicide may be easily 
exaggerated: It is true that the last cen- 
sus returns show conclusively that the na- 
tive American stock is decreasing in the 
New Engiand states. In New Hampshire 
the excess of deaths over births dmong the 
white population whose parents were native 
bern was 10.4 for every thousand inhab- 
itants; in the New England group the per- 


| centage was 1.5, New York showed a slight 


increase among the native Americans and 


| combining New York with the New England 


states the rate of increase among the na- 
tive stock was but one-tenth what it was 
among the inhabitants of foreign parentage. 
But this tendency towards the elimination 
of the old American families is confined 
to the northeastern states mentioned. In 
the western states and in the country at 
large there is no particular cause for anxiety 
over the future of the native American race. 
While it does not propagate at so rapid a 
rate as the population of foreign born parent- 
age yet it increases fully as fast as the 
conditions probably jus- 
| In the country at large the rate of in- 
ctease from births is greater than in any 
European nation. While the number of 
births per thousand is not quite so large as in 
Germany, Austria, or Hungary yet the num- 
ber of deaths is smaller, so that the propor- 
tion between the two gives America.a high- 
er rate of increase, The excess of births 
over deaths in this country is 17.7 per 
thousand of population.

| HYMNS YOU OUGHT TO KNOW 


ROCK OF AGES. 
BY AUGUSTUS M. TOPLADY. 


[Augustus Montague Toplady (Farnham, Surrey, 
England, Nov. 4, 1740—London, Aug. 4, 1778), 
known to our day only as the author of the most 
popular hymn in the English tongue, was cele- 
brated in his own time as a rel controvertist. 
Graduated from Trinity, Dublin, after fourteen 
years in the English Episcopal ministry,’ he left 


every list that has been compiled and on every 
popular vote. It has deen translated into the 
tongues of the peoples wherever Christianity bas 
and is sung, not only in German and Swed- 


It is sald that the brave Gen. 
Stuart, wounded before Richmond, died with this 
hymn on his lips, and the same is related of the 
prince consort of England. When the London 
went down in the bay of Biscay in 1866 the last 


crept into this hymn, but the following is probably 
exactly as Toplady wrote it in 1776]: . 
Rock of Ages, cleft for me! 
Let me hide myself in thee: . 
Let the water and the blood, 
From thy wounded side that flowed, 
Be of sin the double cure; 


Cleanse me from its gullt and power. 


Not the labor of my hands 

Can fulfill the law’s demands:

LAWYERS GET THE PROFITSIN 


Says Complainants Often Secure Lit- 
tle of Sum Awarded. 


That the lawyers and not the complainants 
derive practically all the profits from per- 
sonal injury suits against the city is the 
statement of City Attorney Smuiski in his 
annual report made public yesterday. 

Mr. Smulski tells of several incidents in 
his experience in the courts in which the 
plaintiffs. often.a poor widow or a father 
with a large family dependent upon his sup- 
port, are deprived of nearly all of the money 
they received in recompense for their in- 
juries through the rapacity of their legal 
advisers. 

‘One case described was that of a woman 
who. had sustained an injury and whose plea 
upon investigation was found à meritorious 
one. She was in needy circumstances,and 
willing te accept a fair settlement, She was 
given $300. Later the woman compiained 
to the city attorney that her lawyer had 
given her less than $60, keeping the remain- 
der for “legal services.” In another in- 
stance 4 woman was awarded $600 and it 
later developed that her attorney had pock- 
eted half the amount for fees and an ad- 
ditional 3200 to pay an assotiate counsel, 
leaving the ingfured woman only $100.

* 
Duties of “Linemen” Vary, 
Just what is implied in the term Une 
men” needs perhaps a word of explanation. 
Several classes of employés of the telephone 
company are associated in building and re- 
pairing lines. There are two general divis- 
fornis—one of the construction men, the other 
of the repair men—and each of these classes 
is ‘divided into a number of subdivisions. 
The duties of the classes vary greatly. 
The construction men build the telephone 


‘nes. Their tasks in some portions of the 


country, as notably in the mountains of the 
far west, may be extreordinarily severe, It 
js all outdoor life, however. The men in the 
legs thickly settled sections live in tents. 
They have all the advantages of close asso- 
ciation with each other and abundant good- 
They are divided in technical parlance into 
the “ trimmers,” who clear away all brush 
and trees that might interfere with building 
the line; the “ diggers,” who prepare the 
holes for the reception of the poles; the 
„ gainers,” whoattach the crossarms and get 
them ready for receiving the wires; the 
“pole setters,“ whose business it is to erect 
the poles; and the fillers,” who straighten.

Wire Stringer Real Lineman, 
The wire stringer’ is really the only 
member of the construction Grew who merits 
the name of. “lineman” as lt % popularly 
applied, That is to say, most people think 
of him only as a man who dy means of at- 
taghments bound to his feet is able to 
climb poles to digzy heights and swing him- 
self along strands of wire or cable after the 
fashion of an acrobat. : 
The requirements and specifications in 
construction work are necéssarily exacting, 
and the men have to follow the plans of the 
engineers literally in all but the most ex- 
eeptional instances. They are directly un- 
der the chief of construction, whose word 
for them is law. He, too, is under rigid 
orders. Before he brings his crew into ac- 
tion the locations of all poles have been 
marked by the surveyors with stakes and 
the chief has been provided with minutest 
instructions as to the length of poles that 
shall be used, the kind of anchors and guys 
to be employed, and various other specifica- 
tions that are “ ironclad and sufficient.” 
All the necessary commissions and rights 
of way have been procured and the con- 
struction crew's job is to go ahead as rapidly 
as is consistent with thoroughness. In many 
respects, therefore, the construction line- 


men have an advantageous kind of work. 


They see the concrete results of their efforts 


in thelr progress, which varies from 1,000 to 
4,000 feet a day; and they seldom are worried 
for lack of specific tistructions to 
what they are going to do. | 


Repair Men Have Troubles. 
The linemen of the repair forces are in some 
respects leas fortunately situated, though 
their work is abundantiy stimulating to the 
intelligence. Theirs is the difficult task of

On 
occasion he is liable to be sent almost any- 
where over the lines of the company to which 
he is attached to encounter conditions 
against which the local linemen are power- 
less to contend. | 

In a class below him is the sta ton toll re- 
pair man, whose duty ie to exercise super- 
vision over the working of the toll lines of a 
given district. A good many serious troubles 
and a vast number of petty ones come t the 
attention of this lineman. Wheneve® the 


lines have been unded, crossed, or broken 
he must be ready to discover where the mis- 
hap took place and what action is necessary 


ta correct it, 

As 4 third clase there are the exchange 
linemen, who lock after complaints on the 
subscribers: Mnes of local services. In some 
cities these trouble shooters,’ as they are 
picturesquely called, do not wait for trouble, 
but go abaut hunting for it, anticipating com- 
plaints by going to subscribers and finding 
out if éverything is working well. These are 
all pole men. There are also ground men 
who attend ta various matters not covered 
by the men who deal directly with the wires. 

The work of these linemety in the various 
Classes is all so laid out that the public, the

care is exercised in the selection of men who

Warned Against Taking Risks. 

Especially interesting are the precautions 
which the management of each one of the 
Bell companies takes to safeguard the line- 
men in their often precarious tasks.

The tendency to do foolish and daredevil 
things is constantly discountenanced in 
every company of the system. 

There is an ¢laborate system of general 
inspection of line, pole by pole, determining 
whether cross arms, pins, and wires, and 
their attachments are in safe condition, pole 
steps secure, and dangers from neighbor- 
ing constructions guarded against. At the 
same time every lineman is under positive 
orders, if he finds anything which seems to

T can hardly be said that the work of the 
elevator conductor is such as the young 
man who possesses energy and ambition 
to any degree would be wise in tak- 
ing up. 


There is little, if any, chance for working 


into any better position by following the 
trade. The elevator man may, if he sticks to 
one place, year after year, rise to the dig- 
nity of an elevator starter’s position, or may, 
in a small building, become head janitor after 
years of service in the car. But this is about 
all that he may hope for and this, it must 
be acknowledged, is not much. 

On the other hand, the work is steady when 


assigned duties that fateful afternoon, missed once one secures employment. There are no

It ‘is his 
misfortune if he should be out of the 
reach of call when some big happening de- 
manding the hardest of effort has stirred his 
office, Coming in from an assignment with 
a good story, he fights for more space for it~ 
and consequently for more work for himself. 
He will work longer and harder for a good 
story” from his superiors than any offer 
of double pay could command. Sleeping, 
eating, home—ali are of secondary consider- 
ation when a great story is on the tapis. 
If he work on a morning newspaper he has 
no day in the year that.45 his own beyond 
vconfig@ation; he has no holiday, whether 
city, state, or national; he may have dinner 
at 6 o'clock in the evening or at 2 o’clock or 


2 o'clock xt morning; he may get to 
bed a oel in the morning or at 8 
o'clogk; and ersally the hardest work 


that he does will be on those days when he 
has ‘nothing worth writing into a story,“ 


and when he is dismissed to go home early. 


Perhaps tlle old reporter himself does ng 
know why these things are true. Certainly 
the person unwilling to consider these things 
as the inevitable would better seek another 


layoffs through business depression, no days 
lost because of inclement weather, as there 
are in some occupations. Nevators must 
run whether there Is any business done in the 
offices of the bullding or not, and the elevator 
man must be vee as long as he runs his car. 
However, it just this ease of holding 
a-position permanently and with little effort, 
day after day, and year after year, that is 
a drawback to the work for the young man 
just starting into life: When the elevator 
conductor gets a job he is “ GQxed"’ so long 
as he holds it. He doesn’t need to worry 
about how any business is going, about how 


much work he must do to earn his pay, or 


whether the employer is watching him to see 
that he has the requisite amount of energy 
and ambition to make a good 
898 
- Business Stifles Ambition. 

This is bad for a young man. He knows 
that just so long as he runs the car up and 
down according to the starter’s signal or ac- 
cording to the rules of the byilding where he 


is working, presents a neat and respectable 


appearance, and keeps out of trouble with 
passengers, his pay envelope Will de forth- 
coming regularly at the end of the month 
and he will not soon be forced to get out and 
look for another job. This, and the monotony 
of the work, and its close, confining nature, 
soon deadens a man’s ambition, and it may 
be safely said that che man who has been in 
the work for four years will never get out of 
it except by chance. 

The work is not hard. It is not difficult to 
learn. Any man with a good grounding of 
common sense can run a car if he is not actu- 
ally so clumsy that it interferes with his 
movements, and is not afraid of the car. 
Some men are scared to death the minute 
they feel a car under their own control. 
These men never make good conductors if 
they stay at the work all their lives. They 
are sure to lose their nerve if something goes 


‘wrong, and a {rightened elevator conductor 


with the car beyond his control and full of 
people can scarcely be said to be the right 


man in the right place. 


e 
Pay Might Be Better. 

As to pay, the elevator conductor does not 
earn as much as do the men in some trades, 
The union scale of pay in this city is $55 
a month in buildings over nine stories high, 
and $47.60 for bulidings. under this height. 
This is for six days’ work of nine and a halt 
hours each. In some of the larger bulidings 
it is possible for the conductor to make as 
high as $65 per month through Sunday work 


4 


and overtime. The rate of pay is time and 


one-half for Sundays and holidays. 

There is no apprentice system in this trade. 
The great majority of the best conductors in 
the city come from he small buildings and 
department stores, where the elevators are 
run at a speed and under conditions that 
make a knowledge of the occupants of the 
building or of the goods kept on each floor of 
the store of more value than any knowledge 
of how to handle a car. 

The man who bas worked i: this kind of 
elevator until he knows how to un a car, and 
is able to secure employment in one of the 
large buildings, can at onoe step into the full 
wages of the elevator conductor. Thus 
as a trade it is much easier to break 
into than are most occupations. Of course, 
the term served as department store or small 
building conductor will correspond with the 
apprentice term of some trades, but even 
there the pay is $8 or $9 a week to start with, 
which is more than the apprentices to other 
trades get in the beginning. There are 7,000 
elevator men in the city, soit will be seen that 
they are no small item in the grand total of 
Chicagod’s workers.’ Probably less than half 
+f them get the unfon scale of pay.

Must Be Polite and Patient. 
To. make a complete success at his work, 
the elevator man should possess several ac- 


‘complishments besides that of running the 


car. He should be polite and patient. It will 
be a trial to most men to be polite in their 


answers and bearing when they have an- 


swered one question 499 times a day, but this 
is what the conductor must do if he is to be 
a competent employé. He must be neat and 
clean in his wearing apparel, prompt to bis 
work, and polite to everybody at all times. 

It he does this he will find that his passen- 
gers will be polite to him, and his work will 
be in this manner materially lightened: For 
the passenger with a grouch, who is waiting 
to kick to somebody at the first opportunity, 
will take it out on the elevatof man if he is 
given the least chance. ‘

Grading of Goods Necessary. 

One might imagine that such a manufac- 
tory was making complications for itself in 
the market, On the other hand, it is simplify- 
ing ite business in the most practical man- 
ner, Not only does this careful grading of 
“of” grade goods protect the first grade 
products, but in many cases it makes a mar- 
ket distinctly for these off grade manufac- 
tures; in certain lines a second and even 
third grade product is good enough for a line 
of trade and there is more money in the sale 
of these, perhaps, than if a house should han- 


dle the first grade stuff. The result is that 


a manufactory often may dispose of its care- 
fully selected second grade stuff more easily 
and to better advantage than it sells the best 
product of its shops. 

The average judgment of the average man 
tured goods, which admit of a “finish in 
is easily tricked in the matter of manufac- 
paint and lacquer. Putty has a multitude of 
sins to account for. So has sawdust and 
glue. Not even an expert may tell at a 
may underlie several coats of 
paint and varnish. In the second and third 
grade goods of an unnamed house the pur- 
chager at retail takes his chances. Yet in 
the workmanship in some lines of manufac- 
ture, a defect so slight as to be unnoticed by 
any but an expert will be cause for lowering 
the grade and the price of an object. 


Narrow Margins on Tools. 

In high class tools, in sporting goods of 
many varieties, and in some of the standard 
electric fixtures for the trade, the margin 
between select and culls is exceedingly nar- 
row. There is a rodmaker in an eastern city 
who charges an almost fabulous price for the 
fiy and casting rods which bear his name, 
while fishermen who recognize his handiwork 
at a glance frequently buy the rod for half 
the regular price, and after careful search 
for the Diemish are unable to find it. 

Perhaps no class of manufacturers has to 
work with the certainty and precision that 
attach themselves to the successful ship- 
building firm. Not only must the material 
in the ship be of the specified qualities and 
workmanship but the vessel's draft and 
speed are first essentials. For a warship 

under contraat to fall only a little Short 
in speed ts enough to condemn the whole 
vessel, regardless of the seaworthy quaiitfes 
end the invincibility. against cannon shot. 
The same 1s true of the racing vessels and 
of the fast stedmships tn the service of the 
big navigation companies. Considering the 
enormous mumber of passengers carried by 
a big liner, the fact that a vessel runs only 
an hour slow in an Atlantic trip may mean 
the loss of tens of thousands of dollars in its 
life, considering only the extra meals that

Ships!“ Such is the supreme de- 

mand of the nations. Money be- 

yond computation is being poured 

into the huge floating forts which 
the world powers are launching. Brains, 
blood, arid all that inventive genius or pa- 
triotism can command are being spent lav- 
ishly and unremittingly to build and to im- 
prove these great fighting machines called 
Warships. 

Increasingly complicated in its machinery, 
ever growing in cost, calling constantly for 
more speed, greater destructiveness, and 
greater safety—the naval engineer is almost 
bewildered by the problems which confront 
Um when he is called upon to design a new 
ship.. The admiralty departments of the 
nations, despairing of keeping their old ships 
in the best fighting trim, are putting their 
best efforts into new ships, allowing the old 
ones to shift for themselves. Russia the 
other day, in the face of the destruction of 
her Port Arthur fleet, announced that $800,- 
000,000 would be spent in the next few years 
on her navy. Great Britain, although pos- 
Sensing the largest navy in the world, yet 
announced not long since that her admiralty 
was designing a battleship of 17,000 to 18,000 
tons, with ten 12 inch guns in its main bat- 
‘teries, capable of firing a broadside of seven 
850) pound shells, able to perforate two feet

Electricity now hoists the great shells from 
ammunition rooms to gun tirrets at the rate 
of 200 feet a minute. Thesame power moves 
the tremendous guns into place and an elee- 


trie button discharges the deadly broadside, 


Electricity competes with the steam and 
fire in the hold of the ship, serving as motive 


power for ventilating fans in great number. 


When it is realized that the temperature be- 
low deck often rises to 300 degrees Fahrenheit 
it may be seen how important are the fans to 
the health of the men. Wlectricity likewise 
operates the ship’s laundry machinery, it 
turns the deck winches, it illuminates the 
vessel throughout, and it will soon control 
the steering gear—one of the few important 
parts of the ship’s equipment which has not 
yet surrendered to the twentieth century 
plan. 

Men of war now have telegraph systems ot 
their own. aside from the wireless apparatus 
with which they are equipped. Repeating 
telegraphs are fitted for the propelling en- 
gines, with dials on the working platforms, 
and connected to transmitters located in the 
conning towers and on the flying bridges 
whereby the number of engine revolutions

Into this strenuous race for naval suprem- 
acy the United States has entered with 
all her militant Americanism. It said 
that her navy department fs even now plan- 
ning @ battleship of 20,000 tons displacement. 


Secretary Morton, backed enthusiastically | 


by the president, calls for an American navy 
which shall be not necessarily the largest, 
but as an organized unit the most effective 


on all the seas. The secretary asks for the 


unprecedented sum of $114,000,000 to main- 
tain and increase the navy during the next 
fiscal year. In American shipyards there 
are now in process of construction thirteen 
first class battleships, eight armored cruisers, 
and seven protected cruisers—the greatest 
aggregate fighting power now being added 
to the navy of any one of the great powers. 

The armored cruiser Colorado ts just go- 
ing into commission. Its sister ship, the 
Pennsylvania, will soon follow. Before the 
end of the year its other sisters, the West 
Virginia, Maryland, Tennessee, South Da- 
kota, and possibly the California will enter 
active service. Here alone is a squadron of 
terrifiC power, embodying every twentieth 
cehtury idea in construction and equipment, 
capable of fighting with fearful destructive- 
ness, and moving with tremendous force. On 
its trial trip the Colorado amazed even its 
builders by developing 25.000 horse power 
in its engines and driving the ship faster 
than twenty-two knots an hour on, its way 
from the Cramp shipyards to the New: York 

The United States has been building mod- 
ern types of cruisers since 1883, battleships 
since 1890. Consequently her navy has not 
had much time to grow out of date, yet the 
new ships embody a great number of im- 
portant improvements over their predeces- 
sors. 


Ships Almost Unsinkable. 

Among these developments none is more 
important than the means of instring the 
safety of the ship in case of collision, ground- 
ing, explosion, or other disaster resulting 
in puncture of the hull, The system devised 
to render the new ships of the navy almost 
unsinkable consists, so far as a visitor to 
the bridge can see, of two dials with a hole 
in the center of each and borders of smal! 
disks around the edges. These are the cen- 
tral emergency stations, each controlling 
fifteen bulkhead doors and hatch gears be- 
low the protected deck. Each of the disks 
is numbered to correspond to a door or hatch- 
way in some vital part of the ship. 

But this is not, of course, the important 
part of the system. It is merely the con- 
troHer. On all the main bulkhead openings 
are electric motors connected with the sta- 
tien by conductor wires. Now supposethat 
the Colorado is rammed by a careless or hos- 
te navigator. The man who is nearest this 
emergency station pulls a latch similar to 


devices make it possible for the engineers to 


operate the engines in unison and at the same 


time display the direction of rotation to the 
navigating officers: There are: likewise com- 


_ plete fire extinguishing and automatic flood- 


ing apparatus. 


* * 

Miles of Telephone Wires. 
At the present time most of the communi- 
cation between different parts of the ship is 
by speaking tubes. This system has itself 
been developed to a remarkable degree. The 
captain, from his station, is now able to 
communicate with the engine and dyname 
rooms, the torpedo directing stations, look - 
out platforms, wireless telegraph rooms, and 
central stations. There is an elaborate sys-. 


tem of intercommunication between all the 


various parts of the ship. So large is the 
number of these speaking tubes on a modern 
battleship that if placed side by side with one 
inch space between them they would occupy 
a width of sixty feet, It is planned, now, how- 
ever, to establish a telephone central direct- 
ly under the conning tower with a switch- 
board for connecting any one part of the 
ship with another. The wires for the entire 
system could be placed inside any one of the 
speaking tubes now used. 7 

Another improvement of great value in 
reducing the complications in the ship’s 
mechanism and construction is the proposed 
drainage system recommended by George 
W. Dickie, the San Francisco shipbuilder. 
Under the present system of drainage 4,000 
feet of pipe, which make it necessary to 
keep water tight more than a thousand 
joints, will be done away with, and in its 
place will be only 200 feet of pipe and sixteen 


valves. 


Equal to 100 Locomotives. 

But it is not alone in the matter of 
machinery and devices that there is a rush 
for improvements, but the very propelling 
engines of the ship are being continually 
studied in the effort to make their material

a fire alarm box. Instantly the doors are 


set in motion in rapid succession, within 
less than two minutes every door is brought 
into its water tight groove, and immediate 
danger of sinking is averted.

If there is trouble at any door it will show 
in the corresponding disk of the station.

Use of Electricity Increasing. 

The use of electricity in providing all the 
necessities of the ship is developing to an 
astonishing degree. Thirty miles of copper 
wire are required to convey the current from 
dynamos to motors to the working devices. 


engines generate an energy that equals the 
united power of 250,000 men. Installed ina 
locomotive engine, it could draw 1,200 rail- 
way cars at the rate of thirty miles an hour. 
Twelve hundred railway cars would stretch 
over six miles, and would carry an army of 
36.000 men. But still the call is ever for more 
power, and the turbine engine is now de- 
pended upon by many to meet this demand. 
When the bids for the cruisers Montana and 
North Carolina were opened at the navy 

t on Dec. , 1904, it was found 
that the Fore River Shipbuilding company 
had offered to build the two cruisers with 
turbine propulsion machinery for $4,244,000 
each. This is the first time that it had ever 
been seriously proposed by a shipbuilder of 
great reputation like ex-Chief Constructor 
Francis, T. Bowles, now president of the 
Fore River company, to place turbine ma- 
chinery in a 14,000 ton cruiser. The price 
was a high one and the naval authorities 
were not disposed to make an experiment 
with turbines on such a large scale. But 
there is no doubt that this is the next epoch 
making development to be looked for in the 
direction of greater power for warships. 


* 

New Guns and Mounting. 
New kinds of guns, new gun mountings, 
new range finding devices, new means of 
protecting guns, are being constantly de- 
veloped. Great changes in theemplacement 
of guns are likely to be made necessary by 
the experience obtained in the Russo-Japa- 
nese war. In the last great sea fight at Port 
Arthur it was shown that an effective battle 
could be fought at 6,000 yards’ distance, and 


naval experts in consequence are talking of 


the necessity of changing the present ar- 
rangement of a ship's batteries so that they 
will consist mainly of the largest possible 
number of elevated heavy guns and a battery 
of rapid-firers for defense against torpedo 
boats. When this change comes about it 
will put six and eight inch guns out of busi- 
ness altogether.

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A minor improvement, but one that will 
avert such another disaster as occurred on 
the battleship Missouri last April, is an in- 
vention of two naval officers to prevent 
* The plan consists of drilling 
small holes about the size of a lead pencil 
through the breech of the rifle and entering 
the barrel just ahead of the breech plug. 
These holes are connected with a pipe that 
encircles the end of the weapon. Compressed 
air is supplied through this pipe, and as the 
breech block is withdrawn after a discharge

Advance in Armor Making. 

Improvement in armor has of necessity 
kept pace with improvement in guns. First 
there was the Harvey, then the Krupp proc- 
ess, and now a new armor making process 
has come into the field—the Midvale com- 
pany, whieh operates under American pat- 
ents independent of the Krupp methods. 
Strangely enough, the price of armor plate 
is steadily going down, in spite of the im- 
provement, Before the Krupp armor proc- 
ese was discovered the American govern- 
ment paid a uniform price of $645 a ton, 
Since 1899, when Krupp's method was adopt- 
ed, the price has been $420, with $22 per ton 
additional for the patent.royalty. The next 
drop in price came last year, when the Mid- 
vale company bid $398 a ton and got a 6,000 
ton contract. Tests made early in Decem- 
ber with an eight inch gun against an eight 
inch side armor plate showed that the Mid- 
vale product was quite as good as the Krupp 


plates. 

The United States government uses about 
16,000 tons of armor annually, the saving on 
which at the Midvale prices would be in the 
neighborhood of $700,000. If, as now appears 
most probable, the Midvale company “ makes 
good both as to quality and deliveries, 
there is no doubt that rival armor makers 
will have to meet this company’s prices, for 
it will have every incentive to increase its 
facilities to such an extent that it can pro- 
duce all the armor required by the govern- 
ment. 

The result of all the improvements designed 
to make the ship safer and to increase its 
fighting efficiency is a great increase in cost, 
notwithstanding the fact that the number 
and facilities of our shipyards are constantly 
increasing, and that the great number of 
labor saving appliances they employ almost 
neutralizes the difference in the cost of labor 
here and abroad. This difference is consid- 
erable. A warship of 12,500 tons costs Great 
Britain $4,272,500; France, $5,390,000; Ger- 
many, $5,194,250; Italy, $4,860,000. The same 
ship would cost not less than $5,500,000 in 
the United States, and it might cost a good 
deal more. 


Increasing Cost of Ships. 

But one of the most deceptive things in 
the world is the price of a warship. The 
bid price of the new battleship New Hamp- 
shire, for example, let to the New York Ship- 
building company the other day, is only 
$3,748,000; the completed ship will cost the 
government about §8,000,000, armor and 
armament representing the difference be- 
tween the two figures. Thus while the final 
cost of our warships is steadily increasing 
the cost a ton of the hulls is just as steadily 
decreasing, and comparative figures on this 
point have considerable interest at this time. 

It would not be worth while to go back of 
1901 for the purpose of drawing such a com- 
parison, because that would be dealing with 
different types of The armored 
cruiser Pennsylvania, whose keel was laid 
in the year named, cost $286 a ton, and the 
South Dakota, the contract for which was 
let in 1902, cost about the same. In 1008 the 
cost per ton of the same class of ship, the 
Tennessee, had fallen to $278. The Colorado, 
of 13,680 tons displacement, just now com- 
pleted, cost $8,780,000, or almost $280 per ton. 
A considerable drop shows in the bid price 
for the new cruisers Montana and North 
Carolina. The building of these ships, each 
to be of 14,500 tons, was awarded last month 
to the Newport News Shipbuilding company 
for $3,575,000 each. The Tennessee, of the 
Same class and tonnage, cost the govern- 
ment $4,035,000—a ton cost of $278 as com- 
pared with §247.

Over 100,000 000 is a lot of money to spend 
annually on the navy; it would be more than 
reason could justify it all of this sum was 
expended on naval increase. As a matter 
ef fact, however, hardly a third of the 
amount asked of congress this year for the 
navy is wanted for new ships. Estimating 
the amount to be appropriated at $104,000,000.

Eat Horses and Dogs.

authority is on the spot to see that no horses 
are killed whose flesh is unfit for human food. 
Sanitary arrangements are excellent, and 
everything is done to keep the flesh as pure 


HEN the saying of a famous chemist 
that the consumption of soap among 
a nation was the surest measure of 
3 {ts civilization was reported to 

Ferdinand Lassalle, he replied that 
the nation’s consumption of beef was just as 
unerring a standard. At the time this was 
gaid Germans were seething with discontent, 
and their consumption of beef per head of 
population was extremely limited. Their 
bread was almost exclusively made of rye 
meal and the fiesh they ate inferior and lim- 
ited in quantity. 

During the forty years which have elapsed 
since Lassalle founded German social de- 
mocracy the population has made vast strides 
in wealth, but it is questionable whether 
this wealth is as equally distributed as it 
once was. I am inclined to believe that Herr 
Bebel is right when he declares that as the 
wealthy are growing wealthier they are 
throwing to the bottom an increasing pre- 
cipitate which also grows poorer, a sub- 
merged proletariat, in fact. 

Fact Often Contradicted. 

Probably one of the safest proofs of the 
existence and increase of this submerged 
proletariat is found in the use of horse fleah 
as human food. The statement that horse 


‘flesh is used in Germany as human food has 


been contradicted on all sides, eepecially by 
those who seem to take a pleasure in holding 
up Germany as the paradise of the worker, 
and the bright and shining example which 
England should follow in her fisca} policy. 
Horse flesh is a recognized item in the na- 
tion’s food supply. There are thousands of 
Germane who rarely indulge in any other 
flesh food not because they like it particu- 
larly, but because they are driven to use it by 
stern necessity. 

Let us take Berlin, the capita) of the em- 
pire. Here wealth is centred and vast in- 
dustries have been established. As in Lon- 
don, so here enormous areas of the city are 
occupied by workingmen, and it is almost 
exclusively here that horse flesh is sold for 
human consumption. Only in one other 
place is it used to any extent—the zodlogical 


gardens.

Many Eaten in Saxony. 


As far as I can judge from the information 
in my possession, the consumption or horse 
flesh in other districts of Germany where the 
population is not so well off is greater than 
in Berlin. If we take the fairly prosperous 
city of Breslau, the capital of Silesia, we fing 
that last year 3,800 horses were killed there 
for human food. As Breslau has a pop 
tion about one-fifth that of Berlin, it is evi- 
dent that the consumption of horse fesh & 
the Silesian city ts about double what t 


the impertal capital. 


In parts ef Saxony, 


the heart of industrial Germany, ft is about 
three times as great asin Berlin, and in some 
south German districts it is even more. 

The best pieces of the horse are the under- 


cut and the tongue.

A long, narrow tent attached to one side of 
the Simpkins abode served asa Aifiing hall.
